The Didsbury Fire 
Department showed off the 
latest addition to its fleet last 
week after officially putting 
it into service the previous 
week. 

The 1993 Superior lad¬ 
der truck was purchased 
for $25,000 from the City of 
Calgary in December 2014 
after the truck was deemed 
surplus from the city’s per¬ 
spective. The truck had a 
new motor and transmis¬ 


sion installed in 2011 at a 
cost of $60,000. After new 
decals were put on it, it was 
deemed ready for service. 

This is the first aerial truck 
for the fire department. Fully 
extended, the apparatus 
can reach a height of 31.5 
metres. It can also extend 
outward, so in the case 
of a wide, lower building, 
instead of attacking it from 
the perimeter or sending the 
firefighters into the middle 
of the fire, the ladder can be 
swung outward to attack the 
fire from above. 


“It will get us up higher, 
so as the town gets more 
development going upwards, 
it will give the ability to go 
higher. It will also deliver 
bigger volumes of water at 
heights,” said Pat Dodman, 
the department’s chief. 

“As we get bigger manu 
facturing plants and things 
like that, if there is a fire, we 
can get the water into the 
fire,” he said.

During Malley’s trial, 
evidence was presented 
that his DNA was found 
on paper and tape dis¬ 
covered among the 
debris following the 
bomb explosion. 

The bomb itself was 
made from a galvanized 
steel pipe filled with 
gunpowder and trig¬ 
gered with a light bulb 
attached to a battery, 
court heard. 

Malley purchased gun¬ 
powder, galvanized pipe 
and light bulbs in the 
months prior to the kill¬ 
ing. 

The Crown argued 
that Malley, a financial 
advisor, killed Shachtay 
after losing more than 
$500,000 of her money, 
funds that were given to 
her as part of an insur¬ 
ance payout following a 
2004 motor vehicle acci¬ 
dent that left Shachtay 
in a wheelchair. 

Malley did not testify 
during the trial.

Four weeks after being 
convicted of first-degree 
murder in the pipe bomb 
killing of Innisfail’s 
Victoria Shachtay in 
November 2011, Brian 
Malley has launched an 
appeal of his conviction. 

Malley was convict¬ 
ed on Feb. 24 follow¬ 
ing a four-week Court 
of Queen’s Bench jury 
trial in Red Deer before 
Justice Kirk Sisson. 

On that day he was 
sentenced to life impris¬ 
onment without the pos¬ 
sibility of parole for 25 
years. 

In a notice of appeal 
filed in the Alberta Court 
of Appeal on March 6, 
Malley asks for the con¬ 
viction to be set aside 
and a new trial by judge 
and jury ordered. 

He cites 10 grounds 
for appeal, including 
that the judge “erred in 
permitting the Crown 
counsel to refer to bad 
character evidence in 
addressing the jury.” 

Victoria Shachtay, 23, 
died instantly when a 
pipe bomb disguised as 
a Christmas present and 
left at the front door of 
her home on Nov. 25, 
2011, exploded in front 
of her as she sat at a

tor - who at the age of 
50 was commissioned 
by the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment of Sir John A. 
Macdonald to bring set¬ 
tlers to Manitoba from 
Europe. Macdonald, the 
first prime minister, had 
a vision to bind together 
the colonies that would 
form Canada with a rail¬ 
way and settlers. Shantz 
went to Manitoba in 
late 1872 and saw the 
possibilities for settling 
the land by Russian 
Mennonites, who were 
persecuted in their 
homeland. A group of 
Mennonites would arrive 
in the spring of 1873 
with Shantz the principal 
organizer. 

The CPR was finally 
completed in 1885 and 
Macdonald made his one 
and only cross-country 
trip in 1886. In 1891 the 
CPR took over the newly 
constructed line from 
Calgary to Red Deer. 

By the time Shantz 
thought of travelling out 
west again to promote 
Mennonite settlement, 
he was 70 years old. In 
1892 he wrote in the 
church newspaper 


little delay so that when 
the settlers come they 
can stay without much 
expense.” 

By the end of August, 
1892, he wrote: “We 
have selected a loca¬ 
tion on the Calgary and 
Edmonton RR 48 miles 
north of Calgary, as nice 
and open prairie as 1 saw 
anywhere. This [rail] 
road only opened a year 
ago and the survey just 
finished. Therefore we 
got the chance to locate 
right along the railway 
... For the convenience 
of coming settlers I have 
just conunenced to put 
up a building... There is 
good water here... I will 
be here yet two or three 
weeks.” 

The place was 
Didsbury - a name cho¬ 
sen by the Calgary and 
Edmonton railway offi¬ 
cials in 1891. It is named 
after a town now part of 
Manchester in England 
although we do not know 
exactly who among the 
CPR officials called it 
Didsbury.

Council members hoping to 
get all fire agreements signed

Didsbury council members are 
anxiously awaiting agreement from 
Mountain View County to move the 
fire hall project forward to tender and 
construction. 

During a special council meeting 
called on March 17, council members 
discussed county council’s preference 
to have the fire services agreement 
between the town and county amend¬ 
ed before the co-ownership agreement 
of the new fire hall is signed. 

The joint fire advisory committee 
between the two councils was due to 
meet on March 19 to see if an agree¬ 
ment could be reached on the fire 
services agreement. If agreement was 
reached, both councils could ratify the 
fire services agreement and Mountain 
View County council could ratify the 
co-ownership agreement, and get the 


construction process started. 

At the council meeting on March 17, 
Roy Brown, the town’s chief admin¬ 
istrative officer, said he exchanged 
emails with his counterpart Tony 
Martens on March 16 and both agreed 
in principle that the plans for the fire 
hall are acceptable and agreed that 
the architect should be informed to go 
ahead and get the drawings finalized 
for tender. Once the fire services and 
co-ownership agreements are ratified 
by both councils, documents could be 
prepared to go to tender. 

Following the council meeting, 
Mayor Rick Mousseau said town offi¬ 
cials want to get moving on the project 
as quickly as possible. 

“Construction season is here. We’d 
like to get it done as soon as we can,” 
he said.

How long will the 
oil stay cheap? 


X HE'S ALWAYS X 
CRANKY THIS TIME

I’m in Alberta, the province that produces most 
of Canada’s oil, and there’s only one question on 
everybody’s lips. How long will the oil price stay 
down? It has fallen by more than half in the past 
nine months - West Texas Intermediate is $48 per 
barrel today - and further falls are predicted for the 
coming weeks. 

This hits jobs and government revenues hard in 
big oil-producing centres like Alberta, Texas and 
the British North Sea, but its effects reach farther 
than that. “Clean” energy producers are seeing 
demand for their solar panels and windmills drop as 
oil gets more competitive. Electric cars, which were 
expected to make a major market breakthrough this 
year, are losing out to traditional gas-guzzlers that 
are now cheap to run again. 

Countries that have become too dependent on oil 
revenues are in deep trouble, like Russia (where 
the ruble has lost half its value in six months) and 
Venezuela. Countries like India, which imports most 
of its oil, are getting a big economic boost from the 
lower oil price. So how long this goes on matters to 
a great many people. 

The answer may lie in two key numbers. Saudi 
Arabia has $900 billion in cash reserves, so it can 
afford to keep the oil price low for at least a couple 
of years. The “frackers” who have added four mil¬ 
lion barrels/day to U.S. oil production in the past 
five years (and effectively flooded the market) 
already owe an estimated $160 billion to the banks. 

They will have to borrow a lot more to stay in 
business while the oil price is low, because almost 
none of them can make a profit at the current price. 
Production costs in the oil world are deep, dark 
secrets, but nobody believes that oil produced by 
hydraulic fracturing (“fracking”) comes in at less 
than $60-$70 per barrel. 

The real struggle is between the frackers and 
Saudi Arabia, because the latter is the “swing pro¬ 
ducer” in OPEC (the Organisation of Petroleum- 
Exporting Countries). Saudi Arabia was the one 
OPEC member that could and would cut its produc¬ 
tion sharply for a while when an oversupply of oil 
in the market was driving prices down - but this 
time it refused to cut production and let the price 
collapse. 

At first glance the Saudis look like sure winners, 
because they can live with low prices a lot longer 
than the deeply indebted frackers can. The banks 
that have lent the frackers so much money already 
don’t want to throw good money sifter bad. 

The real wild card here is the U.S. government, 
which wants the “energy independence” that only 
more domestic oil production through fracking can 
provide. Will it let the American fracking industry 
go under, or will it give it the loan guarantees and 
direct subsidies that would let it wait the Saudis 
out? 

Ideology goes out the window in a case like this: 
you can get bipartisan support in Washington for 
protecting a key American industry from “unfair" 
foreign competition That will certainly be enough 
to keep the frackers in the game for another two or 
three years. 

It’s impossible to say how this game will end, but 
it’s pretty easy to say when. Two years ought to do 
it. Once the outcome is clear, the price of oil will 
start going back up no matter which side wins, but 
it will go up relatively slowly. We are unlikely to see 
$100-a-barrel oil again before 2020 at the earliest.

Alberta’s 10-year, $49-billion boom 
in program spending 


Association. As the province later 
described that deal, that contract 
meant teacher salaries grew at 
“nearly double the rate of inflation 
over this period.” 

Or consider the unreformed 
pension plans for government em¬ 
ployees. In 2009/10, the Alberta 
government paid another $1.2 bil¬ 
lion special payment towards the 
unfunded pre-1992 shortfall in the 
Teachers’ Pension Plan. 

More broadly and annually, pen¬ 
sion costs to the province (em¬ 
ployer contributions and benefit 
payments) rose to more than $4.8 
billion in 2013/14 from just under 
$4.1 billion two years previous 
(earlier totals are not available). 
And Premier Prentice cancelled 
pension reform last September as 
one of his first acts in office. 

Those who work for government 
and in the broader public sector 
deserve respect and competitive 
compensation packages. But the 
reality is that the wages and ben¬ 
efits of government employees in 
Alberta are out of step with private 
sector norms for similar positions - 
6.9 per cent higher after age, length 
of time in the workforce, and other 
relevant factors are accounted for. 

Where did all that extra money 
go? For years, Alberta spent be¬ 
yond inflation and population 
growth. With little thought, it 
seems, of the potential conse¬ 
quences.

Over the last decade, higher 
energy prices and entrepreneur- 
friendly policies drove Alberta’s 
booming economy, generating a 
significant windfall in government 
revenue. 

Looking back, however, Alber¬ 
tans might ask themselves: Where 
did all that extra money go? 

That question is particularly rel¬ 
evant for young families in new 
neighbourhoods, built during 
the recent surge of in-migration, 
families who still don’t have a 
neighbourhood school or nearby 
hospital. 

Here are some facts to help ex¬ 
plain where some of the province’s 
money went. 

Back in 2004/05, program spend¬ 
ing in Alberta amounted to $8,965 
per person. That was already close 
to the 1993/94 high of $8,978 (and 
the numbers here are adjusted 
for inflation). In other words, by 
the mid-2000s, the province again 
spent as much per person, annu¬ 
ally, as it did before government 
cuts in the mid-1990s. 

After the mid-2000s though, the 
province increased program spend¬ 
ing beyond the combined effect of 
population growth and inflation. 

As a result, by 2013/14, the prov¬ 
ince spent $10,967 per person on 
government programs. That was 
$2,002 more per person than in 
2004/05. 

Why does this matter? Because 
once oil and gas prices weakened, 
and government revenues fell, the 
extra spending, beyond inflation 
and population growth, made it 
hard for the province to balance 


the books. 

The math is simple. Had the 
province increased program spend¬ 
ing after 2004/05 within the pru¬ 
dent limits of population growth 
and inflation, it would have spent 
$295.4 billion between 2005/06 and 
2013/14. Instead, it spent $344.6 bil¬ 
lion on programs. That’s a $49.2-bil- 
lion difference. 

Broken down annually, by 
2013/14 the province would have 
spent $35.9 billion on programs last 
year instead of what it did spend: 
$43.9 billion. That’s an $8 billion 
difference in one year alone. 

Premier Jim Prentice recently 
said that provincial revenues have 
dropped by $7 billion. It doesn’t 
take a math professor to under¬ 
stand that moderated spending 
growth over the last decade would 
have reduced the need for deep 
cuts now (or higher taxes, as the 
premier frequently hints). 

It’s important for Albertans to 
understand the above numbers are 
all adjusted for inflation and popu¬ 
lation. And that program spending 
does not include capital expenses 
(hospitals, schools, roads, etc.). 

That matters. Had the province 
been more prudent on program 
spending, some of that extra $49.2 
billion could have been redirected 
to new schools, hospitals, other 
infrastructure or deposits into the 
Alberta Heritage Savings Trust 
Fund. 

So again, where did that extra 
money go? 

Some examples: In 2007, the
